Ottawa.—The tapping by Canadian 
| aerial mail. service of the American 
mail airways at convenient puints of 
transmission is under consideration 
by the. Post Office Department. 

The scheme, broadly, is that with 
a service from Montreal,.the United 


States services could be tapped at, 


Syracuse or Albany, enroute to New
